Reconstruction in France 


Large Part Will Be Restored By 
September 

The rennaisance of France, after 
her devastation by the enemy, is be- 
ginning to be manifest, and when the 
“grape is full the vineyards will smile” 
and a large part of France will be it- 
self again. So the French peasants 
are saying in their spring meetings, 
Facts support the optimism of their 
outlook, Out of 1,403 miles of rail- 
way lines destroyed during the war, 
‘France has made 1,267% miles ready 
for use by the end of September, Out

London.—The navy estimates were 
in the House of Commons’ program. 


They are down nearly one-half the 


amount voted last year, being a net 
sum of 484,500,000, as compared with 
£157,000,000, Provision is made for 
136,000 personnel, against 280,000, The 
First Lord of the Admiralty was gi- 
ven full eredit in the discussion for 
his important reductions, 

Interesting facts in his explanatory 
statement are that the capital ship, in 
the opinion of the naval staff, remains 
the unit on which sea power is built, 
and that it is proposed to create a na- 
val air wing. The First Lord said that 
Admiral Jellicoe’s report on the do- 
minions’ navies will require very care 
ful consideration, and that a scheme 
could only be settled by discussion 
with representatives of the dominions 
in London, Movement would neces- 
sarily be slow in these developments. 
The dominions had accepted the re- 
sponsibility and made heroic sacrifices 
and were bearing great burdens. They 
must not be hurried in these naval de-| 
velopments. 

Washington. — The United States 
naval experts say the country is build- 
ing more warship tonnage than any 
other nation. 

Twelve super-dreadnoughts and six 
great battle cruisers, aggregating 665,- 
400 tons, are under construction in 
private navy yards, They will carry 
a total of 152 16-inch guns and 24 14- 
inch guns, and will have the new elec- 
tric drive engines.

Kapp Regime 


_Is Ended After 
Short Control 


Berlin.—After holding the reins of 
power for less than five days, Dr, 
Wolfgang Kapp, self-appointed chan- 
cellor and dictator, has retired from 
office and control, -He resigned, and 
an official communication explained 
that the chancellor considered his 
{mission fulfilled when the old gov- 
nment decided to meet the most es- 
sential demands addressed to it. 

He was also moved to this action 
by the extreme necessity of the Fa- 
therland, which demanded union 
against the dangers of Bolshevism. 

The real circumstances of Kapp’s 
retirement are still shrouded in mys- 
tery. An important factor undoubted- 
ly #a found in the deliberations of the 
under secretaries and the imperial 
council, which Major-General von 
Lucttwitz attended, The views of 
this conference were that both Kapp 
and von Leuttwitz withdrew in. order 
to terminate an intolerable position. 

Von’ Luettwitz agreed: to this; but 
when he returned to the chancellor 
he allowed himself to be persuaded to 
change his mind and retain office. To 
him has been delegated the executive 
power by the former revolutionary 
chancellor, and it 4s difficult to say 
what will happen now that Von‘ Unett- 
witz remains military dictator of Ber- 
lin, wd S .

Although the general sttike dealt 
this government a mortal blow, the 
decisive fact is that Kapp and his 
supporters had no political prestige, 
their government being built only on 
machine guns, 

The statements made at these con-

bureau warned thg correspondents ag- 
ainst showing themselves in the 
streets as a communist revolt was cx- 
pected hourly.
